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Fiscal court approves first reading of budget, 
hears highway recommendations

The Hickman County Fiscal Court 
met in regular session on Thursday, 
May 15, at 6 p.m. in the county judge/ 
executive’s office. 

Jason Looper of the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Highways briefed the 
court on rural secondary recommen¬ 


dations for the county. He said that 
$786,850 had been allocated for state 
highway maintenance and improve¬ 
ment for Hickman County, and that 
almost $363,000 of that would be re¬ 
quired for regular maintenance of 105 
miles of highway at a cost of $3442 per 
mile. $108,808 of the allocation will be 
available for county highway paving - 


enough to pave less than two miles of 
highway, and that $311,000 remained 
for improvements to state highways in 
Hickman County. 

He recommended the resurfacing of 
half a mile on KY 780 - from US 51 
to the north end of the bridge approach 
over the railroad, slighly more than a 
half mile on KY 1037 - from KY 123 


to KY 780, and 2.3 miles on KY 924 
- from the Fulton-Hickman County 
line to KY 307. He said these plans are 
scheduled to begin this fall. 

Following Looper’s presentation, 
the fiscal court voted to change its em¬ 
ployee health insurance coverage to a 
policy covered by Humana. The policy 
has deductibles ranging from $2,000 


to $4,000, with 80 percent coverage 
for most costs after the deductible is 
met. Premiums vary for each employee 
based on deductible selection and age 
and health factors. 

The fiscal court approved the first 
reading of the proposed budget for the

Pruitt, Harper to leave Fulton 
County Area Technology Center

The ultimate goal at the Fulton 
County Area Technology Center (ATC) 
has always been to educate students to 
become skilled in fields that will offer 
them opportunities to find employment 
upon graduation. “We definitely want to 
see that happen,” stated ATC Principal 
Terry Sullivan, “especially here in our 
communities, close to home.” 

Reaching that goal at the end of each 
school year requires lots of planning 
and support from the many industries 
in the area. 


“Last year we lost the funding to 
build a house after building one each 
year for 18 years,” noted Sullivan. 
“Those homes are now housing people 
in the towns of Hickman, Fulton and 
Clinton.” 

This year, again, the carpentry class 
was unable to acquire the funding 
to build a home. “We have kept our 
carpentry students busy, but it just isn’t 
the same,” noted Sullivan. 

Carpentry was first offered to ATC 
students in 1973. “We have had four 
carpentry teachers since the inception 
of the program,” added Sullivan. “Tom 


Pyron was the teacher from 1993 to 
2000 .” 

Ronnie Harper, who replaced Pyron 
in 2000 is retiring at the closing of the 
2014-15 school year. 

“I have enjoyed by time with the 
students. My girls have graduated from 
college and that only leaves my wife 
and I in the house,” stated Harper. “I 
am looking forward to retirement and 
enjoying a more relaxed lifestyle.” 

In the last 15 years, under Harper’s 
supervision, approximately 1,000

20015-16 fiscal year. Magistrate 
Kory Naranjo expressed con¬ 
cern that the amount budgeted to 
transfer from the General Fund 
to the jail was based on an aver¬ 
age of 50 inmates, when the av¬ 
erage for the last several months 
has only been in the 40s. Hick¬ 
man County Jailer Chad Barber 
said that as of Thursday morn¬ 
ing, there were 46 state inmates 
housed at Hickman County De¬ 
tention Center. Barber said he is 
looking into two different pro¬ 
grams that could help increase 
the state inmate population at the 
jail, including a Parent - Inside/ 
Outside mentoring program, and 
a Moral Recognition Program. 

Judge/Executive Kenny Wil¬ 
son opened several bids for rock 
and material hauling. E and D 
Excavating, LLC, out of Arling¬ 
ton, had the lowest overall bid 
for hauling rock and other ma¬ 
terials, and the fiscal court voted 
to contract with E and D for the 
remainder of the current fiscal 
year, which ends June 30. 

The court also opened bids 
for the removal of two stumps 


on the courthouse lawn. The 
court voted to contract with All- 
Care Tree Service to remove the 
stumps, and seed and straw the 
area for $90. 

Representatives of Hickman 
County Fire and Rescue and the 
Water Valley Fire Department 
were at the meeting. Judge Wil¬ 
son said that he felt like the fis¬ 
cal court should stay out of any 
negotiations between the depart¬ 
ments. 

Some discussion ensued about 
the developing combination of 
the Columbus Fire Department, 
the Clinton Fire Department, 
and Hickman County Fire and 
Rescue into one county-wide 
department and taxing district. 

Curtis Weatherford said he 
feels like once a taxing district 
is established, a portion of the 
taxes raised could be sent to the 
Water Valley department in ex¬ 
change for mutual support for 
the southeastern area of Hick¬ 
man County. 

The Water Valley Fire De¬ 
partment currently collects dues 
from residents in that part of the

Hickman County is located 
in the Jackson Purchase Region 
and was the 71 st county formed 
in Kentucky, and the first county 
formed in the Jackson Purchase 
area. The legislature approved 
the formation of Hickman 
County on December 19, 1821. 

Long before 1821 there were 
people exploring what was to 
become Hickman County. The 
blockhouse, built in 1804, was 
the first permanent house in 
Hickman County. It was used as 
a fort/stockade when attacked 
by Indians. After the treaty with 
the Chickasaw Indians, in 1818. 
William Tipton bought the 
blockhouse and lived in it, and 
used it as a tavern. It was also 
used as the first courthouse for 
Hickman County. 

The blockhouse was used also 
to house federal troops when 
Aaron Burr tried to make his 
southwest empire. Aaron Burr 
was born on February 6 th , 1756, 
in New Jersey. In 1791, he was 
elected to the United States 
Senate. In 1905, he plotted 
with other people to create an 
empire that would include the 
Mississippi valley, Mexico, and 
some of the American west. 
This plan had little chance 
for success. In 1807, he was 


charged with conspiracy and 
treason, which ruined his 
political career. 

Hickman County was named 
after Paschal Hickman, a 
soldier in the War of 1812. 
He was married to Elizabeth 
F. Hall, and they lived in 
Frankfort, Kentucky. They 
had three daughters. He was 
a businessman and a farmer. 
He owned almost 6,000 acres 
located in sixteen counties. 
At his death, his property was 
valued at more than $9,000 and 
in today’s terms it would be 
$36,000,000. He fought, and 
was wounded in the Battle of 
the river Raison. He was drug 
off by enemy forces and killed 
with a tomahawk on January 
23,1813. 

Hickman County contains 
225 square miles and is located 
in the extreme southwestern 
part of Kentucky. Today’s 
boundaries for the county are 
the Mississippi River to the 
west, Carlisle County on the 
north side, Graves County on 
the east side and Fulton County 
and the state of Tennessee on 
the south side. 

The soil in the past was very 
fertile and still is today, which 
attracted lots of farmers to this

Pruitt has been 
overseeing the machining tool 
and welding program at the 
local ATC since 2008. 

“He is a great teacher and 
has been an asset to our school, 
just like Harper has,” noted 
Sullivan. “We are happy to see 
Dallas advance his career.” 

“It has been an honor to 
have worked here at the Fulton 
County Area Technology Center 
for the last seven years,” stated 
Pruitt. “There have been a lot 
of very talented students who I 
have had the pleasure of sharing

county, and members are con¬ 
cerned about losing that revenue 
if Hickman Couinty converts to 
a taxing district. Weatherford 
said that the taxes that would be 


raised from that area and sent 
to Water Valley would be more 
than what they are currently 
collecting in dues, since several 
residents don’t pay the voluntary 


dues to the Water Valley Fire 
Department. 

The next meeting of the Hick¬ 
man County Fiscal Court is 
scheduled for June 25. 


area. The main crops being 
soybeans, corn, wheat, and 
tobacco. Sweet potatoes were 
once produced in abundance. 
In 1936, the county grew 2,625 
bales of cotton. Today cotton 
is no longer grown locally. 
Today’s farmers have chicken 
and hog barns, and cattle feed 
lots. 

Hickman County was once 
the whole Jackson Purchase area 
and covered 2,300 square miles. 
There were seven counties 
formed from Hickman County 
with Calloway County being 
the first in 1822. Next came 
Graves in 1823 and McCracken 
in 1824. In 1842 Marshall 
was formed out of Calloway, 
and Ballard was formed out 
of McCracken. Fulton County 
was formed three years later in 
1845. Carlisle, being the last 
county formed came out of 
Ballard in 1886. 

There are several communities 
located in Hickman County. 
Some of these communities 
are no longer established 
villages. These communities are 
Bealeton, Old and New Cypress, 
Rock Springs, Beulah, Fulgham 
and Spring Hill. Today these 
areas do not have any business, 
post offices or schools. 


Columbus was the first town 
formed in Hickman County. 
Old Columbus was laid off in 
blocks with 500 feet to each 
square. Each square consisted 
of a street, an alley and eight 
lots measuring 100’ x 200’. The 
whole town consisted of 4,000 
acres. Columbus was the county 
seat of Hickman County until 
1830 when it was relocated to 
Clinton. 

Two other communities were 
Oakton and Moscow. Both of 
these were established in the 
mid 1820’s Moscow was located 
in the western part of Hickman 
County and Oakton was 
northwest of Moscow. When the 
politicians of Hickman County 
wanted to move the county 
seat, there was a three way fight 
between Clinton, Moscow and 
Oakton. They each wanted the 
seat for their town to populate 
it and give it businesses. In the 
end Clinton received the county 
seat. 

Overall Hickman County’s 
location was an important 
center of Geography before the 
young United States of America 
needed to secure the important 
river, being the Mississippi and 
Ohio. Hickman County and the 
Jackson Purchase blocked the 
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French, Spanish, and British 
from gaining control of the 
rivers. Early history tells that 
Columbus became a major 
port for river trade. This early 
trading center allowed the 
county to become linked to the 
river and later railroad trade. 

IN conclusion, the history of 
Hickman Country’s formation 
is one of the richest histories in 
the nation.

On May 21a Nashville-based 
company will be interviewing 
welding students from the ATC 
looking to fill some vacancies 
as soon as the students graduate. 

As the needs of industries 
change, the ATC is changing 
along with them to provide 
new path ways for students to 
become successful following 
high school graduation.

While cell phone use is a major distraction it is proven that 
headphone use is not substantially safer.

Medical missionary, 
Ebola survivor to speak 
at FHU Benefit Dinner 


Freed Hardeman University, 
in Henderson, Tenn., has 
announced that American 
medical missionary and Ebola 
survivor Dr. Kent Brantly will 
be the featured guest speaker at 
their 2015 Benefit Dinner. 

Dr. Brantly is a Family 
Medicine physician who served 
as a medical missionary at 
ELWA Hospital in Monrovia, 
Liberia, from October 2013 
to August 2014. Dr. Brantly 
received his Medical Degree 
from Indiana University School 
of Medicine. He completed his 
Family Medicine Residency and 
Fellowship in Maternal Child 
Health with Advanced Training 
in Obstetrics at John Peter Smith 
Hospital in Fort Worth, Texas. 
Prior to entering medical school, 
he received his Bachelor of Arts 
in Biblical Text from Abilene 
Christian University in Abilene, 
Texas. 

After arriving in Liberia, Dr. 
Brantly served as a full spectrum 
family physician, practicing 
inpatient and outpatient 
medicine and pediatrics as well 


as high risk obstetrics. He also 
served as the physician liaison 
for the HIV treatment program at 
ELWA hospital and participated 
in training with the National 
AIDS Control Program. 

While serving in Liberia in the 
spring of 2014, Dr. Brantly found 
himself fighting on the front 
lines of the battle against the 
deadliest Ebola outbreak to ever 
occur. In early July Samaritan’s 
Purse, the organization for 
which Dr. Brantly worked, 
took over responsibility for 
the clinical care of Ebola 
patients for the entire nation 
of Liberia. Dr. Brantly was 
appointed as Medical Director 
for what would become the only 
Ebola Treatment Unit in all of 
southern Liberia. On July 26, 
he was diagnosed with Ebola 
Virus Disease, which set off a 
firestorm of media attention. 
Dr. Brantly became the first 
person in the world to receive 
the experimental drug Zmapp, 
and the first person with Ebola 
to be treated in the United 
States when he was evacuated

to Emory University Hospital. 
He now feels it his privilege 
and duty to speak out on behalf 
of the people of West Africa 
who continue to suffer from the 
scourge of Ebola. 

Dr. Brantly now holds the 
position of Medical Missions 
Advisor for Samaritan’s Purse. 
He and his wife Amber, along 
with their two children, are 
based in Texas. The Brantlys 
are authors of the forthcoming 
book “Called for Life” set to 
release on July 21,2015. 
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for me, also Wilma Simmons. 
Personnel was wonderful. I’ll 
mention Becky Seaton who 
helped Glenda Dublin prepare 
games and other things for the 
residents there. They looked 
for this every day. Were given 
a prize to the winner. Such a 
wonderful service. 

Our personal care was great, 
two showers each week and help 
with sponge baths in between. 
Our beds were changed twice 
weekly, our floors mopped 
each day with disinfectant, all 
the tables and bed were dusted 
each day, also the halls are 
cleaned and buffed several days 
a week. Three meals a day from 
wonderful cooks. Our laundry 
was picked up every three days 
and returned the same day, 
folded and placed in our closet.

They are 
very patient and had they not 
encouraged and pressured me a 
little, I would have come home 
limping, but I did not. 

Last but not least I had a 
wonderful roommate, Lou 
Conner. She was a blessing 
to me. Each of us enjoyed the 
same things. We checked on 
each other to make sure we 
were well. I loved her and hated 
to leave her. There is a place in 
my heart where she will always 
be. 

Who could ask for more that 
this? We should be thankful that 
we have ICF in our town. If 
asked to rate this place and care 
1 to 10.1 would rate it 20 hands 
down!

Tooley leading 
change in lifestyles

Making a positive 
contribution to the lives of others 
is why Amie Tooley became a 
LTL health and wellness coach. 
“What I enjoy about being a 
coach is the satisfaction that I 
receive knowing that I helped 
contribute to the health and 
wellness of others,” she said. 

Before Tooley became a 
coach, she watched as a friend 
of a friend on Facebook was 
making a difference in other 
people’s lives. “That friend was 
a coach and people were posting 
on her wall each Monday with 
amazing losses,” added Tooley. 

Losses Tooley is talking about 
were more than just pounds, but 
also inches as their percentage 
of body fat was decreasing. 
“They shared how many inches 
they were losing and how their 
hydration was increasing,” 
explained Tooley. “I watched 
on for a few weeks and then 
asked for more information.” 

The investment required to 
begin her own transformation 
made Tooley slightly hesitant, 
but as she continued to watch 
and see what was happening 
week after week to those who 
were not only sharing with 
losses, but also their non¬ 
scale victories she decided 
she had to take the plunge. “I 
decided it was time to invest 
in my health,” Tooley said with 
conviction. 

On June 16, 2014, Tooley 
made her first post on her 
Facebook wall about her 
lifestyle change. “I followed 
what my coach had taught me 
to the letter and in that first 
week I lost 12 pounds and six 
inches!” she exclaimed. “The 
second week, I maintained my 
loss of 12 pounds and lost 6.5 
additional inches.” 

When you remove 12.5 inches 
from your body you begin to 
see a change in yourself. “My 
clothes fit much differently 
than they did just two weeks 
before!” she added. 

At the end of three weeks 
Tooley shed over 17 pounds 
and 16 inches. “My energy level 
was through the roof and I was 
already down a clothing size,” 
she said excitedly looking back. 
“I knew this was something I 
wanted to share with others.” 

That is when Tooley went 
from being not only a participant 
in LTL, but also an LTL coach. 
Since then she has led over 100 
others to make changes to their 
lifestyles, as well. People like 
Eric Lewis, who has now lost 
a total of 24 pounds and 26 
inches in five weeks. 

When Tooley becomes their 


LTL coach she can share her 
experience, firsthand on how 
having some accountability 
by making weekly Facebook 
posts can motivate people. “No 
longer was it just my coach 
who had expectations of me, 
but my friends and family 
did, too!” explained Tooley. “I 
began posting how I was eating, 
how I was exercising, and the 
positive changes that were 
resulting from those healthy 
lifestyle changes. People began 
to expect different from me 
and I held myself up to their 
expectations.” 

Tooley’s son was beginning 
to see the transformation in her. 
After the first month he didn’t 
recognize her from a distance. 
“He thought I was a ‘skinny 
man,”’ she said. “I have to 
tell you, when you’re obese 
and someone refers to you 
as ‘skinny,’ gender becomes 
irrelevant.” 

What was happening to 
Tooley is that she came to 
the realization that she was 
now in control. “So many of 
us feel like we don’t and this 
program has shown me that I 
did,” she continued. “I became 
more active and broadened my 
range of activities to walking 
trails and bike riding. It was no 
longer a ‘requirement,’ rather a 
desire!” 

Others began to join Tooley. 
She did more with her friends 
and more importantly, her 
family. “My husband and my 
children began joining me 
in my lifestyle...or maybe I 
should say I began joining 
them,” she noted. “Instead of 
being the wife/mother who’d 
rather spend my evenings and 
weekends on the couch, I found 
myself wanting to stay more 
active and spending much more 
quality time with them.” 

Increased energy levels 
allowed Tooley to help with 
yard work, ride bikes, play 
basketball, and take walks 
around the neighborhood. 

“I experienced numerous 
personal non-scale victories, as 
well,” she said. “Things like 
wrapping a regular-sized towel 
all the way around me, cutting 
my blood pressure medication 
in half and eventually cutting 
it out all together, wearing a 
size medium shirt, going down 
four pant sizes, taking a ride 
on my husband’s back, having 
my wedding ring re-sized, and 
more. Those types of victories 
are better than any number on 
a scale.” 

As Tooley’s lifestyle changed, 
she also saw a transformation in

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: I won’t be full 
retirement age for another two 
years, and as much as I’d like 
to wait to get Social Security, I 
just can’t afford to. I know I’m 
going to get a reduced benefit 
for not waiting. But what will 
happen when I reach 66 after 
taking a reduced benefit? Will it 
increase to the full amount? 
ANSWER: I really wish I could 
say yes, but unfortunately, no. 
That percentage reduction is for¬ 
ever. In addition to cost of living 
(COLA) increases, there are two 
other things that could increase 
your benefit, depending on your 
situation - a spousal benefit and 
a voluntary suspension. 

In terms of a spousal benefit, 
if you take a reduction on your 
own benefit now and at full re¬ 
tirement age (FRA) your spou¬ 
sal benefit is larger, your benefit 
will increase to cover some of the 
difference. For example, let’s 
say your husband’s FRA benefit 
is $2,000 and your FRA benefit 
is $900. This would mean that 
your current, age 64 benefit is 
$780. Once you turn 66, your 
benefit would increase to $880. 
However, this will not work for 
everyone because it only occurs 
if your spousal benefit is higher 
than your own FRA benefit. 

In terms of voluntary suspen¬ 
sion, you mentioned that you 
will have to take a reduced ben¬ 
efit now because of your finan¬ 
cial circumstances. If for some 
reason your financial circum¬ 
stances change, once you are 
FRA (66), you have the option 
of voluntary suspension. What 
this will do is stop your benefits 
and they will earn delayed re¬ 
tirement credits at a rate of 8% 
per year (pro-rated for a partial 
year) up to the age of 70. For 
example, let’s again use the 


amounts above where your cur¬ 
rent, age 64 benefit is $780. (For 
simplicity reasons, I will leave 
out the effects of COLA). Then 
you can voluntarily suspend this 
benefit at age 66 and reinstate it 
age 70, which will increase your 
benefit to $ 1,029/month ($780 
x 132%). You can voluntarily 
suspend your benefit at any time 
between age 66 and 70. 

Aside from these two circum¬ 
stances and COLA, your ben¬ 
efit will generally not increase. 
Once you take the reduced ben¬ 
efit at an early age, it stays re¬ 
duced. Any further calculations, 
such as delayed retirement cred¬ 
its due to voluntary suspension, 
will be based on that reduced 
amount. 

QUESTION: I know the major 
advice is to take your Social 
Security at age 70, but my hus¬ 
band and I just can’t afford to do 
that. So we’re trying to think of 
the best way to get our benefits 
with minimal impact. When we 
look at the spousal calculation, 
though, we’re a little confused. 
We were told I should get 50% 
of his benefit, but some of my 
friends have told me they get 
less than 50%. I asked them if 
they were impacted by earnings 
or something, and they said no. 
So what am I misunderstanding? 
What exactly would I be getting 
50% of? His current benefit? 
Future benefit? If it helps, I’m 
64 and he’s 65. According to 
the Social Security office, his 
full retirement benefit is $1,900, 
but will be reduced to $1,773 
because he will be taking it one 
year early. So I’m assuming I 
should get $886.50, right? 
ANSWER: I think I see where 
there is a misunderstanding. 
You are correct that spouses are 
supposed to get 50%. How¬ 


ever, that 50% is based on the 
other spouse’s full retirement 
benefit, which in your case is 
your husband’s full retirement 
benefit of $1,900. This makes 
your maximum spousal benefit 
$950/month. It is considered a 
maximum because you would 
only get that $950 if you wait¬ 
ed until you are full retirement 
age to start collecting it (the age 
your husband starts collecting 
his benefit does not affect your 
spousal benefit). Therefore, 
if you take the spousal benefit 
at age 64, you will incur your 
own benefit reduction on top 
of the 50% for applying two 
years early, which would reduce 
your spousal benefit from $950/ 
month to $792/month. This is 
probably why your friends are 
also getting less than 50% - they 
might have taken the spousal 
benefit younger than full retire¬ 
ment age. 

Keep in mind that even though 
the timing of your husband’s fil¬ 
ing does not affect your current 
spousal benefit, it will affect 
your widow’s benefit. Surviving 
spouse benefits are always based 
on the full benefit of the spouse 
who passed away at the time 
he/she passed away. Therefore, 
if he takes his benefit early, that 
will reduce your widow’s benefit 
if/when you ever need it.
